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Hockey Alberta bans body 
checking at peewee level

Not all parents agree with 
Hockey Alberta’s decision 
to eliminate body checking 
from peewee-level hockey 
this fall. 

The ruling, announced 
Wednesday, stems from rec¬ 
ommendations made by the 
Body Checking Review Com¬ 
mittee to Hockey Alberta’s 
board, which reviewed rel¬ 
evant scientific research, got 
member feedback and sur¬ 
veyed other Hockey Canada 
branches. 

Edmonton hockey parent 
Connor Raesler has children 
aged 10 and 12 and insists 
eliminating contact is the 
wrong approach. 

He believes Hockey Al¬ 
berta should have instead 
done the opposite and added 
body checking to levels lower 
than peewee, which is for 
ages 11 to 12. 

“Teach (checking) at the 
youngest age possible. That’s 
part of the game, get the puck 
away from the other player. 
How do you do that? Get 
your body in front of them,” 
Raesler said. “It’s important 
that they learn how to take 


and give proper body checks 
without hurting someone 
else or getting hurt.” 

Dr. Brian Benson, direc¬ 
tor of the Sport Concussion 
Clinic at the University of 
Calgary Sport Medicine Cen¬ 
tre, believes the decision 
will dramatically decrease 
injuries. 

“Recent evidence suggests 
removing body checking at 


the peewee level will reduce 
players’ risk of concussions 
and injuries overall by more 
than three-fold,” Benson 
stated. 

Sean Bissell, who coaches 
3rd to 6th graders for the 
hockey program at Donnan 
School in Edmonton, says 
that while he’s conflicted 
on the topic, he leans to¬ 
ward agreeing with Hockey 


Alberta. 

“Ultimately, if we’re look¬ 
ing to develop players for the 
NHL, then this wasn’t the 
right decision. If we’re look¬ 
ing at (the) overall picture 
of the game of hockey, then 
this benefits the majority of 
people,” he said. 

Paul Carson, VP of de¬ 
velopment for Hockey Can¬ 
ada, said the issue is going to 


be front and centre in a few 
weeks when the organization 
holds its annual meeting. 

“It’s always been an emo¬ 
tional issue and I hope people 
can move a little bit to the 
left and look squarely at the 
issues of safety, skill develop¬ 
ment and make the decisions 
based on what we do know,” 
he said.

Sloan pushes 
plebiscite on 
arena deal 


One city councillor believes 
it is time for the people 
to decide the fate of the 
downtown arena. 

Coun. Linda Sloan 
floated the idea of holding 
a plebiscite on the project 
during Wednesday’s coun¬ 
cil meeting, after the arena 
was again delayed because 
of funding concerns. 

Sloan said she has been 
hearing from Edmonton¬ 
ians who want a chance to 
weigh in. 

“In the emails we are 
receiving, the citizens are 
saying, ‘Put this on a muni¬ 
cipal ballot,’” she said. 

She said she doesn’t 
know what the specific 
question would be, but 
she would want the city 
auditor to draft a neutral 
plebiscite. 

“Our administration 
working on the project are 
too vested, too interested. I 
think it needs to be some¬ 
one neutral, with objectiv¬ 
ity, that determines what 
the question is,” she said. 

Katz Group spokes¬ 
person John Karvellas said 
a plebiscite would only 
further postpone a project 
that has already seen many 
delays. 

“A plebiscite in October? 
Are we just going to put 
everything on hold until 
then?” 

Coun. Kim Krushell said 
a plebiscite would just raise 
the cost of the project. 

“If you want to get 
an arena deal done and 
actually happen, the issue 
is construction costs,” she 
said. “You have to get this 
deal done, by pretty much 
the end of June.”

A Wednesday-morning shoot¬ 
ing in the Delton neighbour¬ 
hood has left a 26-year-old 
man with life-threatening 
injuries. 

Police were called to 97 
Street and 123 Avenue at 2:45 
a.m., after reports of gun¬ 
shots. 

The victim was treated by 
EMS and taken to hospital, 
police said, adding that sever¬ 
al people called to report the 
gunshots and witnesses saw a 


truck leaving the scene. 

Detectives remained on 
scene at the residential street 
on Wednesday morning. Yel¬ 
low police tape blocked off 
several condominiums and 
officers cordoned off por¬ 
tions of the alley behind the 
homes. 

It’s the third shooting in 
Edmonton in less than three 
weeks. 

Last Wednesday, a city 
worker spraying for mosqui¬ 


toes found the body of Amir 
Ahmed Qureshi in a ditch 
near Ellerslie Road and Me¬ 
ridian Street. The death, from 
a gunshot wound, was the 
city’s seventh homicide of 
this year. 

On April 23, Artur Ugod- 
nilcov died after being shot 
several times in the upper 
parking lot of Londoneriy 
Mall, moments after he 
walked out of the mall’s main

Edmonton councillors once 
again sent city administra¬ 
tion back to the drawing 
board on the downtown 
arena on Wednesday, in the 
hope of finding new ways to 
fund the project. 

Despite obvious frustra¬ 
tion with delays, council 
voted to defer a decision 
and asked administration to 
compile a report on funding 
options. 

Administration had rec¬ 
ommended that the city go 
forward on the assumption 
that $55 million in missing 
funding will come later, but 
Mayor Stephen Mandel said 
that’s not a solution. 

“I realize Edmontonians 
would like this settled, (but) 
what’s in front of us is not a 
solution,” he said. 

Coun. Don Iveson en¬ 
couraged administration to 
consider changes to the pro¬ 



posed ticket tax, but Coun. 
Kerry Diotte said he wants 
the Katz Group to come to 
the table with more money. 

Representatives from the 
Katz Group were on hand at 
council and said they were 
optimistic, even with the 
deferral. 


“I think it’s fairly clear 
the councillors are engaged 
in the process, they want to 
reach a solution, and so do 
we,” John Karvellas said. 

He would not comment 
on whether the Katz Group 
would be willing to pony up 
more cash.

shows dramatic results 


Medical researchers from 
the University of Alberta and 
their colleagues in Brazil have 
discovered a new treatment 
for schizophrenia that is dis¬ 
playing impressive results. 

The treatment uses an anti¬ 
hypertension drug, adminis¬ 
tered intravenously in a single, 
four-hour session. 

In the 20-person study, the 
subjects who received the so¬ 
dium nitroprusside drug ex¬ 
perienced dramatic improve¬ 
ments with their symptoms 
with progress that persisted for 
a month. 

“The study is preliminaiy 
in nature ... but obviously the 
initial data is veiy encouraging, 
exciting and positive,” said Dr. 
Serdar Dursun, one of the prin¬ 
cipal investigators of the study 
and a researcher with the Fac¬ 
ulty of Medicine & Dentistry at 
the University of Alberta. 

The results, which were 
published in JAMA Psychiatiy, 
shows that patients improved 
at a very rapid rate. This is a

large reason why the study is so 
important, said Dursun, espe¬ 
cially for “patients in acute care 
and emergency settings.” 

Dursun and his colleagues 
are continuing their research, 
hoping to secure funding for 
both larger scale studies and 
the exploration of new for¬ 
mulations of the drug, as cur¬ 
rently they’ve only been able 
to administer it intravenously.

Education. Alberta 
high schools to remove 
25 -hour face-to-face 
instruction requirement 


A long-standing requirement 
for high school students to 
have 25 hours of face-to-face 
instruction per course will 
be removed at more than 100 
high schools across the prov¬ 
ince this fall. 

“Linking credits to the 
time a kid spends sitting in 
a desk is too prescriptive for 
some high school students, 
especially those who don’t re¬ 
quire the full 25 hours of face- 
to-face instruction to master 
the curriculum,” Education 
Minister Jeff Johnson said in 
news release issued Wednes¬ 
day. 


Ernest Manning High 
School in Calgaiy has already 
implemented the govern¬ 
ment’s High School Flexibility 
Enhancement project, and 
teacher Mike McManus said 
not requiring 25 hours of face- 
to-face instruction per course 
allows students to accelerate 
through courses. 

“It’s designed to take a 
more modem look at what 
high school should be,” he 
said. 

Principal Myra Hood said 
the program allows students 
to “own their own education 
journey.” metro

Man charged in rape, 
kidnapping of women 


Cleveland, Ohio. 

No evidence his brothers 
were involved, police say 


A Cleveland man arrested after 
three women missing for a 
decade were found alive at his 
run-down home was charged 
Wednesday with kidnapping 
and raping them. Prosecutors 
brought no charges against his 
brothers, saying there was no 
evidence of wrongdoing. 

Ariel Castro, 52, was 
charged with four counts of 
kidnapping — covering all 
three captives and the daughter 
bom to one of them while she 
was held — and three counts of 
rape against the three women. 

The former school bus driv¬ 
er owns the home where the 
women were rescued on Mon¬ 
day, after one of them broke 
through a screen door. 


Police said that they were 
apparently bound with ropes 
and chains, and a city council¬ 
man briefed on the case, Brian 
Cummins, said they suffered 
miscarriages. 

Deputy Police Chief Ed 
Tomba said the women could 
remember being outside only 
twice during their captivity. 

The women were not kept 
in the same room but knew 
they were not alone, he said. 

Neighbours said that Ariel 
Castro took part in the search 
for one of the missing women. 

Earlier in the day, former 
captives Amanda Berry and 
Gina Dejesus were welcomed 
home by jubilant crowds of 
loved ones and neighbours 
with balloons and banners. 

The third captive, Michelle 
Knight, 32, was reported in 
good condition at Metro Health 
Medical Center.

31 years in prison 


Wrongfully jailed 
man denied suit 

A man who spent 31 years 
behind bars before his mur¬ 
der conviction was quashed 
has lost his bid to sue those 
involved in his prosecution, 
an Ontario court has ruled. 

In dismissing the suit, 
Superior Court Justice Eva 
Frank found the Ontario 
Court of Appeal had already 
weighed in against many 
of the allegations Romeo 
Philhon made, alleging 
negligence and wrongdoing 
by prosecutors and police.

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Jodi Arias convicted of first-degree 
murder in death of ex-boyfriend 



Show’s over, folks. 

Trial gained worldwide 
attention due to soap- 
opera dramatics, with at 
least one court regular 
selling spot for $200 


Jodi Arias was convicted of first- 
degree murder Wednesday in 
the gruesome killing of her 
one-time boyfriend in Arizona 
after a four-month trial that 
captured headlines with lurid 
tales of sex, lies, religion and 
a salacious relationship that 
ended in a blood bath. 

Arias fought back tears, and 
family members of the victim 
wept and hugged each other as 
the verdict was announced in 
the hushed, packed courtroom. 

Outside, a huge crowd that 
had gathered on the court¬ 
house steps screamed, whistled 
and cheered the news in a case 
that has attracted fans from 


across the countiy who trav¬ 
elled to Phoenix to be close to 
the proceedings. Some chanted 
“USA, USA, USA!” 

The jury of eight men and 
four women took about 15 
hours to reach its verdict after 
four months of testimony, in¬ 
cluding 18 days on the witness 
stand by the 32-year-old Arias, 
a small-town waitress. The juiy 
will return to the courtroom 
Thursday to begin the next 
phase of the trial that could 
set the stage for her being sen¬ 
tenced to death. 

Arias was charged with 
first-degree murder in the June 
2008 death of Travis Alexander 
in his suburban Phoenix home. 
Authorities said she planned 
the attack in a jealous rage 
after being rejected by the vic¬ 
tim while he pursued other 
women. Arias initially denied 
involvement then later blamed 
the killing on masked intrud¬ 
ers. Two years after her arrest, 
she said it was self-defence. 

The trial quickly snowballed 


into a made-for-the-tabloids 
drama, gamering daily cover¬ 
age from cable news networks 


and spawning a virtual cottage 
industry for talk shows, legal 
experts and even Arias, who 


used her notoriety to sell art¬ 
work she made in jail. 

Arias spent 18 days on the 


witness stand describing an 
abusive childhood, cheating 
boyfriends, dead-end jobs, a 
shocking sexual relationship 
with Alexander, and her con¬ 
tention that he had grown 
physically abusive. 

Jurors deliberated for two 
full days before reaching a deci¬ 
sion Wednesday morning. 

The trial will move into a 
phase during which prosecu¬ 
tors will argue the killing was 
committed in an especially 
cmel, heinous and depraved 
manner, called the “aggrava¬ 
tion” phase. If the juiy agrees, 
another phase will determine 
whether she should get the 
death penalty. 

A mob of spectators, TV 
crews, media trucks and repor¬ 
ters lined nearby streets. 

Alexander suffered nearly 
30 knife wounds, was shot 
in the forehead and had his 
throat slit before Arias dragged 
his body into his shower. He 
was found by friends about five 
days later, the associated press

Feds create team

The remaining $15 
milhon will be reallocated 
from elsewhere within the 
CRA in order to increase 
compliance efforts, the min¬ 
ister said.

People are convinced each is get¬ 
ting worse every generation, when things are largely the same 
as previous generations and in some ways better. 

We like the idea that there was a Golden Age of parenting 
and that things would be better if we could just get back to it 
somehow. They never show the scene on Father Knows Best 
where he lashes his son with a belt for getting home late, or tells 
his daughters that homosexuality is an abomination before 
God. Or if they do, it’s only on the DVD extras. 

I hope to raise a child some day, though before I get to the 
Miracle of Life I have to get to the Miracle of Having a Steady Girl¬ 
friend. When I finally get to deal with all the anxiety and ex¬ 
haustion that comes with being a dad, it’ll be nice to know I’ll 
have some role models to live up to and lean on. 

And if all the great parents I’m friends with can’t help, maybe 
Dash can. He knows best.

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Humble Edgerton finds his inner cad

Joel Edgerton is in his under¬ 
wear. His schedule is so packed 
he has to do one of his inter¬ 
views while being fitted for a 
tuxedo, which he will wear to 
the Cannes screening of his new 
film, Baz Luhrmann’s pricey 3D 
version of The Great Gatsby. 

“One day he’s going to see 
me without my pants on in a 
movie, if he hasn’t already,” 
Edgerton cracks. So while the 
Aussie actor — best known for 
his roles in Animal Kingdom, 
Warrior, and Zero Dark Thirty 
— is in various states of un¬ 
dress, we get to talking about 
his performance as Tom Bu¬ 
chanan, the most hissable rich- 
ie of F. Scott Fitzgerald’s tome. 


You just saw the movie last 
night. What was that experi¬ 
ence like? 

It’s hard to tell whether you 
like a movie when you see it 
for the first time, just because 
you’re in it. You’re judging 
your own performance most of 
the time. Or I do, anyway. Like, 
“Oh f—, he used that piece 
instead of the other piece.” Or 
I think I did something too big 
or too small. It’s all negative. 

It was great for a movie like 
Animal Kingdom, because 
once my character is killed 
(veiy early in the movie), then I 
could just enjoy the rest of the 
film. Like, “Thank God I was 
shot.” My brother was in Zero 
Dark Thirty as well. We both 
came out with the same experi¬ 
ence, saying, “That movie was 
awesome until we arrived.” 

Baz Luhrmann has a strong vis¬ 
ual style. How is he with actors? 

Baz makes you feel valued in 
the process. If he wanted to 
change anything on a given 
day, he’d go to each of our trail¬ 
ers for one-on-one meetings. 
Few other directors would do 
that. I’m sure it wasted a bit of 


time in the morning. Actors 
love working with him, and 
they told me Baz will make 
you look great. He’ll make sure 
you come off well visually. 

When you were first pitched a 
version of Gatsby with 3D and 
Baz’s time warp style, what 
were your thoughts? 

I didn’t imagine words popping 
out of the screen and the rapid 
editing style. But I’ve seen his 


other movies. I didn’t know 
why I expected anything more 
subdued. But so many things 
are being made in 3D, and the 
idea of a drama in 3D is really 
cool. And Baz is constantly 
drawing from the themes of 
tragic love, so for both his 
visual style and his thematic 
leanings, he’s the perfect guy 
to make this stoiy. 

You play a lot of nice guys. 


What was it like playing a cad 
like Tom? 

I never thought I could be 
Tom Buchanan. When I was 
younger I thought I could do 
anything. I thought I could play 
a girl. Young actors are pretty 
stubborn about casting. Then 
when I got behind the camera 
to make our own movies and 
we went through casting pro¬ 
cesses, I realized not eveiyone 
can do what we needed. And 


I chilled on the idea of people 
who wouldn’t cast me in cer¬ 
tain roles. Baz put the fire back 
under me. I shouldn’t have 
been Tom Buchanan. I’m not 
that guy. But his excitement in 
seeing that side of me got me 
to do it. 

How do you play a character 
who’s so often indefensible? 

Tom is a pig. He’s veiy arrogant 
and racist and selfish and 
misogynist and a philanderer. 
He’s kind of honest about it as 
well. Tom was one of the first 
football players at Yale, and 
Yale football players were the 
first sports heroes for Amer¬ 
ican kids. Eveiyone would have 
known about him. Now he’s 
retired, he’s got all the money 
in the world. I just imagined 
Tom was really bored, and un¬ 
happy. And then when Gatsby 
comes in and tries to take his 
wife away, it brings the sport 
back into his life. He may not 
love Daisy, and he’d rather just 
go around and have affairs. 
But if another man comes in 
to take your possessions, he’s 
gonna fight. He’s not used to 
losing.

Ready To Die. 

Determined, durable 
rocker’s new album 
with The Stooges 
proves age is no 
obstacle to all involved 


When Iggy & the Stooges 
broke up in 1974, almost no 
one who’d heard of the band 
had actually heard it. 

More than 40 years later, 
Iggy Pop’s band has a new al¬ 
bum, Ready to Die, a place in 
the Rock and Roll Hall of Fame 
and growing reverence for its 
place in music histoiy. It’s one 
of rock’s stranger success stor¬ 
ies, but what do you expect 
when it comes to Iggy Pop and 
the proto-punk band eveiy- 
body used to hate, but really 
loved? 

“It’s true. It’s a funny arc 
with us,” Pop said in a phone 
interview last week. “That is 
the way it is, actually, in all the 
various numerical yardsticks 
of all this crud — it’s bigger 
than it was. We have the ad¬ 
vantage that it was so tiny 
when we started. It was really, 
really tiny in numerical scope, 
but it’s grown and all those 
old records still sell really nice 
and steadily, and they’re heav¬ 
ily licensed. People get to hear 
them at sports events and on 
movies and in adverts.” 

When historians and critics 
sort through the band’s legacy, 
Pop notes, they always point 
out the Stooges’ initial com¬ 
mercial failure: “But I always 
felt I was never making them 
for a quick buck. I was always 
making them forever.” 

The Michigan-based Stoo¬ 
ges broke up in 1974 after 
dropping a pair of influential 
albums, Fun House and Raw 
Power. The group with Mike 
Watt on bass reformed in 
2003 and guitarist James Wil¬ 
liamson rejoined the band in 
2009 after guitarist-bassist Ron 
Asheton passed away. 

The 66-year-old Pop spoke 
about getting better with age 
and the possibility of more 
Stooges in the 21st centuiy: 

What do you think accounts for 
the band’s continuing growth 
in popularity? 

It got more to the general 
public maybe somewhere in 
the mid-’90s. It just sort of got 
to be everybody was ready to 
go, “Oooh, OK.” I think part 
of that is there were fewer 
and fewer people doing sort 
of quote-unquote rock ‘n’ roll. 


It’s become less and less avail¬ 
able on a daily basis. 

Your guitarist James William¬ 
son returned to the band after 
a long break from music. Did 
he struggle to get back up to 
speed? 

There are little nuances that I 
hear of things that he can do 
that he couldn’t do a year ago 
or two years ago. That’s inter¬ 
esting. Ultimately in a group 
of this vintage, there are 
certain things that you can’t 
do quite as much of that you 
could do when you’re in your 
20s. If you’ve got soul and 
know how to marshal your 
intelligence, you can more 
than make up for that by the 
depth you can bring and the 
intelligent decisions you can 
make as a musician when 
you’re in your 60s and I’d say 
that’s kind of what he does. 

The experts say your ability to 
pick things up slows down as 
you age. Do you agree? 

No, that’s a lot of cold s—. In 
fact, playing an instrument 
really well is almost a detri¬ 
ment to playing music if you 
want to play it for your own 
pleasure or play it as an auth¬ 
or, as originator.... If you read 
Bound for Glory by Woody 
Guthrie, the first chapter it 
starts out he’s hoboing on a 
train, and he’s using his guitar 
to shelter him from the rain, 
he’s getting into fights with it. 


It doesn’t even have a guitar 
case. And everybody knows 
Woody Guthrie couldn’t play 
but three chords. I guarantee 
you, you could start in your 
50s and learn how to play 
guitar like Woody Guthrie 
really quickly. He pulled music 
out of his box. That’s what it’s 
about really, pulling music out 
of your box. 

You had a reputation for high- 
energy shows during the first 
go-round with the Stooges. Is 
it more difficult to perform to 
that standard now? 

My personal ability to project 
physical energy probably 
didn’t peak until only about 
six years ago, seven years ago. 
It was in my mid to late 50s 
and that’s because when I 
was younger I didn’t work at 
it at all. 

Do you think there will be 
more Stooges music down the 
road? 

You know, that’s a good ques¬ 
tion. By the time I got done 
with this one, I been in the 
mood like, “Oh, f—, am I glad 
that’s over with. Let’s get this 
thing out.” But that’s also the 
tension of a modem market¬ 
ing plan. They start rattling 
my cage and hassling me like 
two months before the thing 
comes out.... So right now 
I think there’s a veiy good 
chance we could.

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Hip Hop may be in need of a checkup 



Healthy change. The 
early live-fast, die- 
young image of the 
genre is waning as its 
stars of old smarten up 
and speak out 


The culture that in the 1990s 
lost its brightest stars to gun 
violence has in recent years 
seen a series of notable rappers 
die of drug and health-related 
causes. Since 2011, hip-pop pi¬ 
oneer Heavy D, singer and rap 
chorus specialist Nate Dogg 
and New York rapper Tim Dog 
all died of ailments in their 40s. 
Kriss Kross rapper Chris Kelly 
was found dead last week in At¬ 
lanta of a suspected drug over¬ 
dose at 34. 

Some of the genre’s elder 
statesmen say they’re worried 
about the culture’s focus on 
youth, current emphasis on 
freewheeling partying and “you 
only live once” ethos, as popu¬ 
larized by Drake’s hit The Motto. 

“Hip-hop being a lifestyle 
culture ... a part of American 
culture, you have to be mindful 


that somebody is going to grow 
old, age,” said rap pioneer Melle 
Mel. “At some point somebody 
has to realize that hip-hop has 
to learn how to grow up. It’s 
way too juvenile and it’s been 
that way for too long.” 

The 51-year-old rapper, who 
memorably warned in 1982’s 
The Message about urban 
youth who “lived so fast and 
died so young,” said he suffers 
chronic bronchitis from being 
around marijuana and ciga¬ 
rette smoke when he was per¬ 
forming. Of course, heavy drug 
use in hip-hop or rock is hardly 
new: Cowboy of his Furious 
Five group died in 1989 “basic¬ 
ally from getting high,” Melle 
Mel said. 

“It’s not really worth it to 
literally party yourself to death. 
It’s like committing suicide,” 
he added. “You have to choose 
between what makes you feel 
good and what makes you 
think you feel good.” 

Other influential rappers 
who’ve died in their 30s in the 
last decade include Southern 
rap pioneer Pimp C and Wu- 
Tang Clan’s 01 Dirty Bastard, 
both from drug overdoses. 

Lifestyle isn’t to blame for

all fatal health problems in 
hip-hop. Smooth-voiced Mid- 
westerner MC Breed died of 
kidney failure in 2008 at age 
37. Soulful producer J Dilla died 
in 2006 at age 32 of complica¬ 
tions from lupus. Cancer killed 
rappers Guru in 2010 at 48 
and Adam Yauch of the Beastie 
Boys last year at 47. One of the 
genre’s top stars, Lil Wayne, has 
inadvertently focused attention 
on the issue. After he was hos¬ 
pitalized for multiple seizures, 
the 30-year-old rapper told a Los 
Angeles radio station in March 
that he’s an epileptic. 

Though he’s still a heavy 
marijuana smoker, Snoop Dogg 
said he stopped drinking alco¬ 
hol at clubs six years ago after 
suspecting that a woman put 
the sedative Rohypnol — wide¬ 
ly known as a “date-rape drug” 
— in one of his drinks. 


“I used to drink alcohol as a 
fashion statement. If you in the 
club, they bringing you bottles 
and you’re just drinking. I 
don’t do that anymore. I drink 
water or cranbeny juice,” he 
said. “I’m not cheap. I just want 


to survive.” Snoop, 41, said his 
focus on health comes from his 
desire to remain competitive 
and relevant to a genre that’s 
largely focused on youth. 

“Because when we per¬ 
form, we don’t have as much 


energy,” he said. “So now we’ve 
got to get up and work out, do 
push-ups or jumping jacks, or 
whatever we’ve got to do to 
keep ourselves looking good 
and feeling good. Because one 
thing about an old man — he 
don’t ever want to feel like he 
old.” 

For producer and rapper 
RZA, hip-hop’s emphasis on 
youth stems from an urban cul¬ 
ture that since the ’80s has had 
trouble planning for the future. 

“They said we should be 
dead or in jail by the age of 25. 
And I think we live like that,” 
the 43-year-old Wu-Tang Clan 
founder said. “But what hap¬ 
pens when you make it past 
25? What happens when you 
make it to 40? Are you pre¬ 
pared for life now?” 

“Think of the great artists 
like Biggie Smalls and Tupac, 
who made some of the greatest 
hip-hop music of all time. But 
they didn’t make it past 25,” he 
said. “They didn’t even become 
a man. ODB was just becoming 
a man. What I want to tell the 
hip-hop generation out there 
is that there’s a chance you’re 
going to become a man. Be pre¬ 
pared.” THE ASSOCIATED PRESS

Waiting has been difficult 
but it’s finally paying off 
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The new film Peeples boasts 
Scandal and Django Un¬ 
chained star Keriy Wash¬ 
ington as its female lead, 
something that makes selling 
the delightful family com¬ 
edy much easier — but that 
wasn’t the case when the film 
was made. 

“We shot Peeples before 
Scandal even existed,” Wash¬ 
ington explains with a laugh. 
“I telepathically pulled it out 
of the sky.” 

Despite being filmed more 
than a year ago, Peeples is 
one of those rare Hollywood 
cases where a delay can be a 
good thing. 

“The movie got made a 
long time ago and it was test¬ 
ing really well but the stu¬ 
dio just wanted to release it 
later,” Washington says. 

“There were earlier dates, 
but it kept getting pushed. 
It’s such a great example 
of things happening for a 
reason that you just have to 
trust because we were sort 
of frustrated. And now it’s 
almost as though we have 
this great romantic comedy 
and we have grown into the 
actors that could present 
this comedy. (My Peeples co- 
star) Craig Robinson has five 
movies coming out this year 

— something crazy like that 

— there’s Scandal and Djan¬ 
go. We’ve grown into being 
the kind of actors who could 
present Peeples to the world 
and have it being received 
and appreciated in a way that 
we would’ve wanted it to be. 
Patience!” 

Patience is a concept 
Washington knows full well, 
as there have been plenty of 
instances that felt like ca¬ 
reer setbacks at the time but 
turned out to be for the best. 

“Twice in my career be¬

picked up and I got fired. So 
they basically recast my char¬ 
acter,” she remembers.

New Movie. At 

Any Price explores 
a new take on a 
familiar theme — the 
American dream and 
its repercussions 


The crumbling American 
dream is rooted deeply in 
father-son dysfunction in the 
farming drama At Any Price, 
an ambitious look at the im¬ 
pact of big agribusiness on an 
Iowa family. 

On the surface, nothing 
could seem more wholesome 
than the thriving Whipple 
family. Led by fourth-gener¬ 
ation farmer and seed sales¬ 
man Henry Whipple, the 
picture-perfect clan is the 
veiy model of bliss, complete 
with a globe-trotting football 
star son and a budding Don 
Juan second son, who also 
happens to be a local race car 
champ. 

However, neither boy 
wants anything to do with 
their huckster father, let 
alone the farm, leaving Henry 
increasingly desperate to ex¬ 
pand the business while his 
more successful rival, played 
by Clancy Brown, threatens 
to undo hard-won sales. 

Vegas star Dennis Quaid 
said he immediately saw 
parallels to Arthur Mil¬ 
ler’s Death of a Salesman 
and set about tackling the 
woe-begotten Hemy as the 
rural incarnation of Willy Lo- 
man. 

“This was really, in so 
many ways, Willy Loman on 
a farm,” Quaid said during 
a round of interviews at last 
September’s Toronto Inter¬ 
national Film Festival. 

“He has this idea of the 
American dream and he has 
a lot of bluster and he has 
these values and principles 
that bump up against reality.” 

There’s an anger seething 
just below the surface, he 
noted, with Henry’s stubborn 
blindness to reality mani¬ 
festing in a mincing smile 
and nervous jitter. 

The acting choices 
have earned Quaid raves 
on the festival circuit, and 
he said he settled on Hemy’s 
physical quirks by parsing out 
clues from Ramin Bahrani 
and Hallie Newton’s script.

spine,” he said of Hemy. 

“I work sort of outside-in 
and inside-out at the same 
time, you know. I like to find 
a person’s walk and he starts 
to make me feel a certain way 
inside.” 

Acclaimed director Bah¬ 
rani admitted to being nerv¬ 
ous the first day of shooting 
because he had yet to see how 
Quaid would approach the 
flawed hero. 

“I called one of my friends 
and mentors, Werner Her¬ 
zog,” recalled Bahrani. 

“I said, ‘Werner, I’m start¬ 
ing tomorrow and I have no 
idea what Dennis is going to 
do. He hasn’t shown me any¬ 
thing yet.’ 


“And Werner said, 
‘Don’t waste their time. 
They’re professional actors;

And after the first day 
of shooting and after I saw 
how he was going to stand, 
how he was going to hold 
his hand and his shoulders 
and how he was going to do 
the performance and the dia¬ 
logue, I said, ‘My God, this 
guy’s good.’”

Kelley Deal says that when 
she found herself in a re¬ 
hearsal room again with 
the definitive version of 
the Breeders after nearly 20 
years, she had a revelation. 

“I realized that Last 
Splash was the only album 
that all of us had played 
on together,” she says of 
the breakthrough record 
that the band are celebrat¬ 
ing the anniversary of with 
a deluxe edition and their 
current tour. 


“I had never thought 
about that before.” 

Deal’s twin sister Kim 
was the band’s only con¬ 
stant on all albums. Last 
Splash was their second re¬ 
lease, and their first with 
both Deal sisters playing on 
it. 

After that, the band 
splintered off and called 
themselves the Amps after 
bassist Josephine Wiggs 
left. 

Though the Breeders re¬ 
formed multiple times over 
the years, it was never with 
the rhythm section that 
gave the band their big¬ 
gest hit, Cannonball, which 
kicked the summer of 1993 
into gear with a definitive 
bass riff. 

“I’ve played Cannonball 
so many times, and I love 
the way (longtime Breeders 
bassist) Mando Lopez plays 
it, and he plays it right, but 
until we got back with Jo, 


it just never felt the same 
way,” says Deal. 

“Because when you’re 
the one who comes up with 
the part, you really own it. 
When I play songs from (the 
Breeders’ first album) Pod, 
it never feels quite right be¬ 
cause I didn’t come up with 
the parts.” 

The energy that 
Deal discovered in that 
rehearsal room this year 
with her old band mates 
filled her with hope. 

“I kept saying, ‘Why 
don’t we record more?’ 
But then we realized if we 
didn’t rehearse the Last 
Splash songs then we’d play 
them really badly and play 
really well on these new 
songs that nobody wanted 
to hear,” she says. 

Deal says a new album by 
the classic lineup isn’t out 
of the question for later: 
“When we were together, it 
just really clicked.”

You can never do too much 
when hunting for your perfect vehicle

Despite how much they cost, 
vehicles are often impulse 
purchases. Many people visit 
showrooms just to kick tires, 
but fall for something they 
see. That can sometimes work 
out, but it’s a better plan to 
research and find exactly the 
right car for your needs. 

Ask friends and family for 
recommendations, including 
what they don’t like about 
their vehicles. Don’t think 
something is too minor to 
consider — that badly placed 
cupholder could be an issue 
on every commute. 

The Internet is a great 
resource for car shopping. 


Manufacturers’ websites 
(make sure you are on the 
Canadian versions) will con¬ 
tain specifications about each 
vehicle, along with photos, 
lists of standard features and 
options, and pricing. 

When comparing vehicles, 
check to make sure they really 
are similar. On some entiy- 
level vehicles, the base price 
might not include air condi¬ 
tioning. If it can be added, 
it might make the car more 
expensive than a competitor 
with standard air conditioning. 

Reviews can help narrow 
your list of cars to test drive. 
Some are launches, where 
writers drive new vehicles 
for a few hours for initial 
impressions. Temper these 
with regular reviews, where 


the writer drives it daily for 
a week or more for a more 
rounded assessment. 


Now that you have a few 
models in mind, it’s time to 
test drive. Surprisingly, many 


people take a car out for just 
a quick trip around the block. 
You are going to be living 


with this vehicle for many 
years, so spend at least an 
hour or more, including time 
on the highway. 

The car should drive 
smoothly on city streets and 
have enough passing power 
on the highway. Tiy parking 
it a few times to see how eas¬ 
ily it manoeuvres. Make sure 
you are comfortable and that 
you can reach eveiything. 
Something that bugs you on 
the test drive won’t get better 
with time. 

Research other factors, 
too. Check with your insur¬ 
ance company to see what you 
are going to pay for coverage. 
If you are tempted by flashy 
19- or 20-inch wheels, find 
out what replacement tires 
cost. And if it comes down 
to choosing between models 
from different companies, 
how convenient is the dealer¬ 
ship to home or work when 
you need servicing?

It’s the smallest of its cross¬ 
overs, which makes it the 
easiest to drive, not to men¬ 
tion the cheapest. Eveiything 
falls easily to hand with the 
CX-5 and, like any crossover, 
it lets the driver sit a little 
higher for a clearer view of a 
busy road. The interior is well 
appointed with an exception¬ 
ally high-quality fit and finish 
for a vehicle of this price. 

Family hauler: Dodge 
Grand Caravan ($ 19 , 895 ) 

So you have a family now and 
public transit is a challenge, 
especially with strollers, 
hockey bags and the dog. Or 
maybe you have moved out 
to the suburbs and need a 
vehicle for schlepping every¬ 
one around. Sony, but you 
just can’t beat a minivan. 



Canada’s bestselling minivan 
for the past 28 years is the 
Dodge Grand Caravan, mostly 
because it’s very practical and 
it’s not expensive. 

The fun factor: 

Mini Cooper ($ 23 , 950 ) 

The basic Mini Cooper is bags 
of fun to drive without being 
overly powerful or difficult 
to manage. Mini is owned 
by BMW, so they are built to 
a high quality. The cheapest 
Mini is less than $24,000 and 
although space is limited, 
it has seating for four and a 
little trunk in the back. This 
generation has been around 


a few years, so the bugs have 
been worked out, and there 
are plenty of variations, all 
the way up to the 208-horse- 
power John Cooper Works 
Convertible. 

Luxury choice: 
Mercedes-Benz B-Class 
($ 29 , 900 ) 

If you don’t mind paying a 
little extra for quality and a 
premium nameplate, the B- 
Class is the least-expensive 
Mercedes available and it’s 
a solid buy. It’s a hatchback, 
so it’s practical, and it’s also 
a very safe vehicle, especially 
for inexperienced drivers. 




ABCs of safe driving: Know more than just rules of the road

When educators mention the 
ABCs of any discipline being 
taught, they are usually refer¬ 
ring to the absolute basics. 

In driver education, there 
are the basics most people 
think of, such as the rules of 
the road, traffic signs and driv¬ 
ing on the right side of the 
road. These make up the bulk 
of what is taught when we 
take driving lessons. 

I believe the real ABCs of 


driving are more comprehen¬ 
sive and quite a bit different 
than what most motorists — 
particularly people who have 
just purchased their first new 
car — would think. 

These ABCs should be 
taught in every driving course 
and reviewed throughout 
everyone’s driving career. 

A is for attitude: Almost every 
driver needs to readjust their 
attitude toward driving. Be¬ 
fore we click the remote to 
unlock the driver’s door, each 
of us should stop, take a deep 


breath and realize we are 
about to operate a two-ton ma¬ 
chine of glass, steel and plastic 
that has the potential to kill, 
maim, ruin lives and break 
hearts. 

Unfortunately, there are 
too many motorists who for¬ 
get that driving requires a 
high level of responsibility. 
Being in command of a poten¬ 
tially deadly form of transpor¬ 
tation requires we prove our 
ability through testing, and 
that when signing on the dot¬ 
ted line, we agree to play by 
the rules. Without these rules, 


motoring mayhem would 
ensue. 

B is for brains: Driving a 
vehicle requires a certain level 
of intelligence. After all, our 
lives are on the line when we 
are behind the wheel. 

We should never catch our¬ 
selves driving without think¬ 
ing. This means all motorists 
and truckers should not allow 
themselves to be distracted 
from processing vital driv¬ 
ing information. We should 
always think our way out of 
trouble on the road or, much 


better still, think ahead to 
avoid the danger. 

Motorists are better off not 
allowing emotions to dictate a 
response to a traffic situation 
but rather to figure out the 
most intelligent response. 

C is for control: It is in our 

best interest to learn how to 
control this large machine. It 
has a lot of mass and is capable 
of death and a tremendous 
amount of destruction. 

Every motorist should 
understand what it takes to 
control their vehicle in ex¬ 


treme conditions. This in¬ 
cludes emergency situations 
such as collision avoidance, 
emergency lane changes and 
skids and slides. 

Most drivers are in control 
as long as the driving scene 
goes as planned. However, 
when the situation turns ugly, 
the vast majority have no idea 
what their vehicle will do or 
how to control it. 

Every motorist should learn 
how to control their vehicle 
in emergency situations, on 
winter roads and any other ex¬ 
treme setting we come across.

It was the largest margin 
of victoiy in Heat post-season 
histoiy, topping a 35-point win 
over Orlando on April 24,1997. 

Joakim Noah and Taj Gibson 
were ejected in the fourth quar¬ 
ter for Chicago, and the league 
will almost certainly review 
some of the things said and 
done in a game that was close 
for the first 20 minutes before 
turning into an embarrassment 
for the Bulls and an embarrass¬ 
ment of riches for the Heat. The 
Bulls were called for six player 
technicals, the most by any 
team in a playoff game since 
Boston had that many against 
Indiana in 2005.
